ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING. 
Professor Eddington, F.R.S., President, in the Chair. 


The Minutes of the preceding Annual* General Meeting were read 
and confirmed. 

The Report of the Auditors of the Treasurer’s accounts for the year 
1921 was read, and is given on p. 238. 


The Annual Report of the Council was partly read. 


The Address was delivered by the President, after which the Gold 
Medal was handed to Dr. James Hop wood Jeans, to whom it had been 
.awarded for his contributions to the Theories of Cosmogony. 


The President having appointed the Scrutineers, the Society pro¬ 
ceeded to the ballot for Officers and Council for the ensuing year. The 
names of those elected are given on p. 289. 


Colonel Grove-Hills explained that immediately on being informed 
by the President that the Council wished him to come forward for 
election to the office of Treasurer he had carefully gone into the 
question of the finances of the Society. 

It was clear that, mainly owing to the great rise in the cost of 
printing, the income of the Society did not now cover the expenditure, 
and that if full power of publication were to be maintained it was

urgent that some action should he taken without delay. He had 
therefore approached a few Fellows and obtained gifts from them, 
amounting to about £600, to form the nucleus of a fund designed to 
tide the Society over the next four or five years, by which time it was 
to be hoped that prices would have come down and more permanent 
measures could be taken. 

The Council had approved his action, and authorised him to proceed 
with the collection of a Special Fund. 

He estimated the total amount required as about £1800, and he now 
earnestly appealed to all Fellows and Associates to assist, to the 
utmost of their ability, with donations to this Fund. 

He also pointed out that the best way of ensuring the solvency of 
the Society was by an increase of membership, and he strongly urged 
all Fellows to lose no opportunity of getting suitable new candidates 
to come forward. 


The thanks of the Meeting were given to the retiring Members of 
Council, and also to the Auditors of the. Treasurer’s accounts and to the 
Scrutineers of the ballot.
